Gas Fotced Out of Empty Workings 
Was Ignited, Supposedly by 
Motor Sparks.

SULLIVAN, Ind., Feb. 20.—Gas ex- 
ploded in the City.Coal Company’s mine 
on the outskirts of this city at 10:80 
o'clock this morning and. fifty-one 
miners are believed to have perished in 
the pit where they were working. 

Sixteen bodies have been brought out 
by rescue crews. No hdpe is held out 
that any of the thirty-five stil! left in 
the workings wrecked by the blast will 
be found alive when subsidence of the 
deadly gas fumes allow the rescue teams 
to penetrate to the heart of the scene 
of the disaster. 

Barly in the evening rescue work had 
to be abandoned temporarily. Again 
and again teams entered the mine only 
to be driven back by black damp. 

Repairs on the ventilating machinery 
and the retimbering of. sections badly 
torn by the explosion required five 
hours and during that period no more 
bodies were brought out. i 

At midnight sufficient repairs had béen 
made to allow two rescue crews. of ten 
men each to go down again into the 
shaft and start a new search’ for the 
dead. 

These crews were to work for three 
hours each, then their places were to 
be taken by other rescuers. waiting at 
the top to go down. One of the.créws 
was a Government mine rescue crew 
from Vincennes. Another créw. ffom 
each of Sullivan County‘’s nine mines 
Was on the ground réady to risk death 
to out more of the bodies. 

One of Cages Stuck. 

The engineer, J. W. Slider, sald that 
he did not hear the explosion and that. 
he first knew of it as a dense, black 


, eloud of smoke poured out of the shaft. 
“Then he discovered that ‘he shaft had 


been partly wrecked and that one of the 
two cages that hoist the coal from the 
bottom was stuck: He attempted to 
jerk it loose with the engine, but could 
not. 

The rope attached to the cage that was 
out of commission was cut so the other 
couk be used in hoistihg out the miners 
who had swarmed to the shaft. 

Meanwhile the men on the bottom who 
were not in that part, of ‘the mine af- 
fected ‘wére rushing to the shaft and 
to the manway, a staircase that is main- 
tained at mines as a means of escape. 
Many made their way to the surface by 
the manway and others were hoisted 
on the cage that remained in operation. 

The explosion occurred in what are 
as the third and fourth en- 
trances off the main east entry. It is 
believed to have: been caused by sparks 
from an electric motor igniting gas and 
thus setting off accumulated dust in 
the workings, 


The mine was of the type known as | 
In this mine dust accumulates ¢ 


“dry. ” 
rapidly and becomes dangerous. About 
forty men were employed in that part 
of the mine served by entries 3 and 
4 and it is believed that practically 
all of them were either killed by the 
explosion or fumes. 

One miner’s body was picked up in 
entry 3, where it apparently had 
been blown a distance of fifty feet. 
Every bone in the body was broken, 

Explosion Laid to Squeeze. 

The theory as to the cause of the ex- 
plosion is that it was the result of a 
“squeeze,” a caving in of parts of the 
mine'in which the coal had been worked 
out. It is believed that gas accumu- 
lated in. these old workings and that 
the “squ ** forced the gas out into 
the entries in which the electric motors 
operated in hauling the coal cars down 
to the shaft. 

This ‘“‘squeeze’” had been watched 
closely by the niine superintendent, John 
A. Lowrey, and the pit boss, Harry 
Anderson. Before the explosion Lowrey 
was coming out of the mine and in one 
of the entries met Anderson going back. 

Anderson told him that he was worried 
about the “squeeze” and was going 
back to see about it: Anderson is be- 
lieved to have been near the centre of 
the explosion area. when it occurred. 

The mine previously had escaped ex- 
plosions and was inspected. by State 
mine inspectors about two Weeks ago 
and pronounced safe. Most of the 
miners lived at Sullivan and when word 
of the disaster spread into the town 
the families of the workers gathered at 
the shaft. ; 

Families of Lest. Weep at Shaft,

“I started out to do something for.the 
good of the American theatre. But if 
other people are allowed by thé authori- 
ties to present filthy plays in New York 
City, I, as a taxpayer, claim the same 
privilége. I will not be blinded by the 
hypocrisy of others. “If you are going 
to make the stage clean in New York 
I will go the limit to bring it about. But 
I will not submit to the unfairness of 
men who should go through and. do 
their public duty.” 

It was declared by the Shtiberts last 
night that ‘A Good Bad Woman” could 
not continue at the Comedy Theatre, 
since contracts had already been signed 
calling for the transfer of *‘Procession- 
al’ to that house on Monday night. If 
the Brady play continues, it was said, it 
must find another theatre. 


O'Neill Producers Defiant. 


Fiat-footed defiance was the answer 

to the District Attorney by producers 
of Eugene O’Neill’s play, ‘‘Desire Under 
the Elms,” when Mr. Banton ingisted 
the play be taken off. He said it was 
too thoroughly bad to be ‘purified by a 
blue pencil, and threatened to put it be- 
fore the Grand Jury by next Wednes- 
day,. unless it was withdrawn. The pro- 
ducers declined to consider closing: 
) “I told Mr. Banton,” said Kenneth 
Macgowan, for the producers, ‘that we 
were prepared to stand trial by a jury 
of .citizens in accord with the play-jury 
plan. Mr, Banton said the play jury 
was not operating. He did not ask us 
to withdraw any lines or to change any 
scenes, but said that ‘Desire Under the 
Elms’ was so bad fundamentally that 
nothing could be done to make it lawful. 
I told him the producers did not ik if 
immoral, and we would not withdraw it, 
He said he would give us until] Wednes- 
day to think it over.

RUMANIA HER OWN COLLECTOR. 

The Rumanian: Government is. ‘how 
engaged .in separately ‘enforcing cer- 
tain of its war. claims on Gerthany by 
measures of sequestration against Ger-, 
man private property in Rumarnia and 
the threat of a punitive tariff against 
German goods. It is the German con- 
tention that this is oontrary to: thé 
intentions of the Dawes plan and in- | 
volves a precedent for other claimants 
which would wreck the Dawes-settle- 
ment.. From the Rumanian side no 
satisfactory rejoinder has reached this 
country. The language of the Dawes 
report on the “inclusive ’’ nature of 
the charges against Germany would 
seem to be clear:

The sums: denoted above in our: ex- 
amination of the syceessive years com- 
prise all amounts for which Germany 
may be Hable to the Allied and Asso- 
clated Powers for the costs arising 
out of the war, including reparation 
restitution, all costs of the armies of 
occupation. * *° * Whenever in any 
part of this report or its:annexes we 
refer to tfeaty payments, reparation 
amounts payable to the Allies, &c., wé 
use these terms to include all charges 
payable by Germarty to the Allied and 
Associated Powers for these war costs. 
They include also specia} payments. 


The particular bone of contention 
between Bucharest and Berlin is the 
banknotes issued by- the Germans dur- 
ing their. occupation. of Rumania and 
since taken up by the Rumani4p. Gov- 
ernment.. The parallel would be with 
the moneys advanced by France ‘for 
the restoration of her devastated re- 
gions, for which .France: has claimed 
no, priority outside of the Dawes: plan. 
Rumania’s insistence on the role df a 
preferred: creditor will. be peculigrly 
hard to atiderstand in this country. 
We have just" agreed to the collection 
of our: own claims upon Germany 
through the. machinery of the Dawes* 
plan, though legally we do not stand 
so: close to the allied Powers as Ru- 
mania does. That.country is a signa- 
tory of the Treaty of Versailles and 
politically remains bound with its 
allies ih the war. _ It must be an odd 
state of mind at Bucharest that. in- 
spires a policy contrary to the general 
allied policy with respect to Germany. 
Everywhere élse it has been recog- 
nized after five years jof painful ‘ex-7 
periment that the only ‘hope of secur- 
ing even partial payment from Ger- 
many is through the Dawes agree- 
ment. Any creditor of Germany who 
sets out to wreck that agreement is 
only ‘hurting himself. 
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STATE AID FOR SCHOOLS.

Development Now Lies With 
the Dominion. 


The hope-of a number of American 
and Canadian financiers to link together 
the great potential hydroelectric re- 
sources of the two neighboring natioris 
has received a serious setback. It was 
learned yesterday that agitation in the 


Provinces of Quebec and Ontario against | 1924. 


the “export of Canadian power’ has 
made impossible—for the time being at 
least—plans which have been in the 
making for several years. Engineers and 
others who recently went into Canada 
to study the situation, and if possible 
to win support for the plan, the first 
Phase of which would be the harnessing 
of part of the energy of the St. Law- 
rence River watershed, came back to 
New York much discouraged. Only an 
unexpected reversal of sentiment which 
might lead to favorable action by the 
Dominion Government, it was said, 
would revive the waning hope. Efforts 
wili be made to encourage such action. 
The -key to the project. which would 
create a super-power system in which 
utility properties of Quebec and New 
England would be co-ordinated-lies in 
the small town of Carillon on the Ot- 
tawa River. This town has seldom been 
mentioned to New York bankers’ and 
‘even to most Canadian financiers it was 
unknown. But part of the town’s assets 
is a series of rapids over which the Ot- 
tawa River tumbles, and its potential 
electric energy is great. The first feeder 
for the proposed system would be built 


there. and plans for the venture were 
laid enthusiastically. 


Provincial Legislatures Hostile. 


The Ottawa River is on the border 
line of the Provinces of Quebec and On- 
tario, and through the Premiers of the 
two provinces announcements have been 
made which show that neither legisla- 
tive body is likely to approve ‘of the 
project. But owing to the broad scope 

,-@f the proposal, there is a likelihood 
that full jurisdiction will be found to 
lie in the Dominion Government alone, 
and it is on this point that the plan’s 
propenents rest their hopes. Efforts are 
now being made to elicit the support of 
the Dominion’s Parliament. 

Canadian — to the proposal, 
which is known ‘as the Carillon Electric 
Development project, b on the 
contention that Canada’s low priced 
poset energies will be needed for the 

li development of Canadian indus-, 
tries. It is felt that until it is proved 
that enough power Is available to sup- 
ply American needs in addition to —— 
of Canada no export of power should be 
permitted. 

The counter-argument advanced by 
Americans interested in the plan is that 
abundant resources are afforded in the 
St. Lawrence watershed not only to 
take care of all prospective Canadian 
needs, but to take care of most of 
Eastern United States as well. The 
money to finance this vast development, 
it was also said, would have to come 
from America if the work were to be 
pushed ahead as rapidly as desired: 


$50,000,000 Would Be Needed at Once. 


An initial expenditure of $50,000,000 
would be needed, and this would repre- 
sent little more than the installation of 
the first unit. 

An offer of that amount of money, it 
was vevented —— in a statement 
by Robert, head of the Carillon 
Blectric Development Company, already 
has been made by New York banking 
interests.
